The Coffee County Board 
of Education approved 
several personnel matters 
Thursday evening, Sept. 2, 
during the regular monthly 
meeting. : 

The resignation of 
Chelbie Mobley from her 
TEAMS teaching position 
contract was approved, 
and then the board voted 
to employ Mobley as a 
teacher at Zion Chapel 
School instead. The board 
also approved the employ- 
ment of Celeste Jones as a 
teacher at New Brockton 
Elementary School. 

A leave request was 
approved for Emily 
Roberts. 

For classified person- 
nel, a resignation for Cindy 
Dunn was approved, effec- 
tive Aug. 20, 2021. 

Two employments were 
approved. Greg Lee was 
hired as an 11-month cus- 
todian for New Brockton 

Elementary School, and 
Larry Green was hired as 
a bus driver for Coffee 
County Schools. 

Also, during the meet- 
ing, the board listened to 
concerned parent, Michael 
Matherly, as he expressed 
his opposition to students 
having to wear facial 
coverings under the cur- 
rent school system order. 
Several times during his 
address, Matherly said he 
felt the schools were forc- 
ing the students to wear 
the masks only to get more 
funding. 

“Thave a five-year-old and 
I'd rather she catch COVID 
than be suffocated with the 
dad-gum masks eight hours 
per day,” Matherly said. “It 
should be our choice. Those 
are our kids.” 

Again, he said he felt the 
only reason the school sys- 
tem was mandating masks 
as to get school money. 

When he asked if he was 
correct, board chairman 


Brian McLeod said they 
were not there to debate 
with Matherly on the issue. 


Matherly said he person- 
ally believes COVID is just 
a flu symptom or cold that 
does grow from here and 
there at times. He asked the 
board to let parents choose 
what they feel is best for 
their own children. 

“I don’t believe ya’ll 


have the right to mandate’ 


something on these kids,” 
he said. 

“We appreciate you tak- 
ing the opportunity to come 
and address the board. Your 
thoughts are certainly wel- 
come,” McLeod said. “We 
have confidence in our 
school administrators that 
they are going to make deci- 
sions to keep our students 
safe and to keep them in 
school. That is our goal...to 
keep them in school.” 

Matherly asked which 
comes first — safe or in 
school. He said the schools 
have to divide between the 
two. 

The meeting also featured 
the second of two annu- 
al budget hearings on the 
proposed Fiscal Year 2022 
budget presented by Chief 
Financial Officer Shannon 
Odom. At the conclusion 
of her presentation, board 
members voted to approve 
the Fiscal Year 2022 budget. 

The school system’s 
opening balance for its 
budget on Oct. 1St will be 
$9,513,520.80. Adding in 
anticipated total revenues 
{all sources] for the year 
totaling $36,868,334.22 
and deducting anticipat- 
ed expenditures totaling 
$35 ,586,727.54, the ending 
balance on Sept. 30, 2022 
would is projected to be 
$10,795 127.48. 

Board members also 
approved the annual Capital 
Plan for the school system. 
This is a working document 
that can be adjusted at any 
time, but must be approved 
once per year to be submit- 
ted to the state. 

The next regular meet- 
ing for the Coffee County 
Board of Education will be 
Thursday, Oct. 7, at 5:30 
p.m.

Group requests football field at New Brockton be named after former coach

During the Coffee 
County Board of Education 
meeting held Thursday, 
Sept. 2, board members 
heard a request from sev- 
eral former New Brockton 
footballplayers to tame 
the football field after a 
legendary coach. 

Matt Rodgers, current 
president of Enterprise 
State Community College 
and a 1990 graduate of 
New Brockton . High 
School, spoke on behalf 
of the group in attendance 
for the meeting. He said it 
is an exciting time for New 
Brockton Schools seeing the 
growth, but last Thursday 
night, he said he was there 
to talk about Coach Leavy 
Boutwell. 

Boutwell became the 
head football coach at New 
Brockton in 1979, and his 
first team went 9-1 on the 
season. Over the next 11 
seasons, his teams went 
94-27. 

Rodgers said he had an 
opportunity to be a part of 
Boutwell’s program at New 
Brockton, starting first as a 
team manager and working 
his way up to playing quar- 
terback for the team. 

“Coach Boutwell made a 
profound impact on me. I 
knew what I wanted to do 
when I left high school,” 
Rodgers said. “There is 
no doubt that playing for

Coach Boutwell led me in 
my career.” 
Rodgers would become 


a teacher and coach first, 
and later an administrator. 
Now, he is president of 


ESCC. 

He said Coach Boutwell 
was a tough, hard-nosed 
coach, but he cared about 
his players. 

“We learned lessons 
about hard work, perse- 
yerance, and discipline,” 
Rodgers said. “Coach 
Boutwell was an inspira- 
tional leader that show us 
hard work does pay off.” 

Rodgers also noted that 
Boutwell had been induct- 
ed as a member of the 
Wiregrass Hall of Fame. 

On behalf of the group 
in attendance, Rodgers 
asked the board to con- 
sider naming the field at 
Gamecock Stadium the 
Leavy Boutwell Field. 

Board chairman Brian 
McLeod thanked those in 
attendance for coming, and 
he said the board would 
take the request into con- 
sideration. 


Coffee County Schools report improved COVID numbers 


According to an update 
from Coffee County 
Schools superintendent 
Kelly Cobb, the school sys- 
tem had a total of 47 cases 
of COVID-19 for the week 
of Aug. 24 — Aug. 31. 

Cobb said this reflected 
17 cases at Kinston School, 
10 cases at New Brockton 
Elementary School, five 
cases at New Brockton 
High School, and 15 cases 
at Zion Chapel School. 
“These numbers show 


up for 
activities 


a significant improvement 
[from the week prior] and 
are keeping healthy students 
in school and allowing our 
students to experience face- 
to-face learning with peers 
and teachers,” Cobb said. 
“The district’s goal is to 
continue to provide high- 
quality face-to-face instruc- 
tion and extracurricular 
activities for all students 
who attend Coffee County 
Schools. Additionally, we 
are working together to 
avoid going virtual or hav- 
ing a school closure.” 
Coffee County EMA 
director James Brown 
echoed Cobb’s comments 


saying the report shows a 
marked improvement in 
the number of students that 
must be quarantined since 
implementing a temporary 
mask policy (451 quaran- 
tined from Aug 2nd to Aug 
19th or about 180 a week to 
47 for the week of Aug 24 
to 31). 

“Everyone’s goal is to 
continue to allow high-qual- 
ity face-to-face instruction 
and extracurricular activi- 
ties for all students,” Brown 
said. “We and the staff and 
administration of Coffee 
County Schools appreciates 
the cooperation of everyone 
to obtain this goal.” 


While community transmission remains high 
CCEMA director notes some slight 
improvements with COVID update 


On Friday, Oct. 3, Coffee 
County EMA director James 
Brown said both new cases 
and hospitalizations were 
showing statistically neutral 
numbers for COVID-19 and 
variants compared to his re- 
port from two weeks prior 
for the local area. 

“Our test positivity rate 
remains very high, which 
shows continued wide- 
spread community trans- 
mission,” Brown added. 

He said hospitalizations 
remained the top concern as 
of the Sept. 3rd report. 

“We seem to have cur- 
rently plateaued as we have 
maintained our number of 
hospitalizations at around 
the 2,800 mark. for two 
weeks now,” Brown said. 
“Last report we showed 
2,764 confirmed cases of

COVID in the hospitals. 
Today [Sept. 3], we show 
2,838.” 

Brown said it remains 
concerning that hospitals in 
the local area are still at or 
over capacity for medical 
beds. 


“Our real issue remains 
Intensive Care Units 
[ICU’s] with those being al- 
most 33 percent over capac- 
ity in our region,” he said. 
“We are currently 94 ICU 
beds short in the state.” 

Also, he said a concern is 
the rate of those 18-39 and 
those under 18 being hos- 
pitalized currently. He said 
this rate is higher now than 
at any time since the CO- 


. VID pandemic began. 


Brown further noted that

Lately this column has been critical of those who take the 
horse wormer medicine Ivermectin as a substitute for “the 
shot” to fight COVID.

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Dear Editor, 

The old phrase “shock 
and awe” is reappearing in 
the national mindset this 
week. This Saturday, we 
commemorate the horrible 
anniversary of the worst 
terror attack in our nation’s 
history. 

A generation or two have 
come and gone in those 
two decades. No one cur- 
rently in our school system 
was even alive when it hap- 
pened — and even among 
the teachers, some were 
barely toddlers when the 
event occurred. 

For those of us who 
were around, the painful 
details of that morning are 
permanently etched in our 
memories like the names of 
the fallen carved in granite 
at the World Trade Center 
memorial. 

Tuesday, September 11, 
2001 began like any other 
school day, It was a beauti- 
ful fall morning. 

I was working at Zion 
Chapel High School in 
Jack, Alabama. Every 
morning, part of my daily 
duty was assisting with the 
distribution of the news 
roundup program called 
“Channel One.” I was 
also responsible for raising 
the’ flag after playing the 
Channel One broadcast on 
all the TVs in the school. 

That day, I was rewinding 
the videotape of “Channel 
One,” watching live news 
coverage on NBC’s “Today” 
show. I saw that one of the 
World Trade Center towers 
had been struck by an air- 
plane, and that smoke was 
rising from the uppermost 
stories of the building. 

I couldn’t look away, 
because while Matt Lauer 
and Katie Couric were talk- 
ing, a second plane flew 
into the other WTC tower. 
Fear gripped me, as it did all 
of us, the moment we saw 
that second plane. 

This was no accident. 

Katie Couric and Matt 
Lauer were speechless. And 
our long national nightmare 
was just beginning. 

Shaken and in disbelief, 
I walked up the main hall- 
way to let my principal, 
Wayne Vickers, know what 
had happened. I suggested 
he come take a look. When 
Dr. Vickers saw the televi- 
sion, he made a choice that 
I barely understood at the 
time but appreciate today. 

“Make sure this doesn’t 
go out to all the class- 
rooms,” he told me, aware 
of the school-wide hookup 
I was commanding at that 
moment. 

“Why not?” I asked, 
incredulously. How could 
anyone not be drawn 
immediately to these hor- 
rible images? 

“This is a K-12 unit 
school. I don’t want the 
young students to be dis- 
turbed by this. They need 
to hear about it from their 
parents.” 

The events that unfold- 
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ed that day have marked 
an entire generation with 
raised terror threats, stricter 
airport security, enforced - 
zero-tolerance laws, and of 
course, wars in Afghanistan 
and Iraq. 

The departure from 
Afghanistan the past few 
weeks was an ignominious 
end to America’s longest 
war. We went there to track 
down the terrorists who 
attempted to destroy us, and 
in the process captured and/ 
or killed the masterminds of 
that horrible event. We also 
attempted to bring democ- 
racy to a part of the world 
that doesn’t seem to appre- 
ciate it. Judging by the 
fact that the Afghans did not 
have the will to fight, the 
past few weeks have seen 
one sad image after anoth- 
er as the Taliban claimed 
province after province, city 
after city. It’s as if we were 
never there at all. 

As some military experts 
have opined, this was the 
ending everyone expected, 
it was just a matter of when. 
There is plenty of credit 
and blame to go around, 
but nobody can dispute the 
bravery and heroism of our 
armed forces, who spent 
two decades serving mul- 
tiple tours of duty in a radi- 
cal, anti-American desert 
land. We may not have con- 
verted them into the United 
States of Afghanistan, but 
we did what we said we 
would do: we tracked down 
the terrorists and kept them 
from attacking us again over 
these twenty years. 

Twenty years. It seems 
like only yesterday, but yet 
it is somehow an eternity. 
For an earlier generation, 
Pearl Harbor changed their 
view of the world. For peo- 
ple like me who grew up in 
peacetime, September 11 
was a shock to the system 
and a horrifying realization 
that the United States was 
vulnerable to the types of 
attacks unleashed on less 
stable places around the 
globe. 

That evening, when both 
houses of Congress joined 
on the Capitol steps and 
sang a spontaneous rendition 
of “God Bless America,” it 
seemed as if the world was 
coming to an end. And, toa 
degree, the world we knew 
before September 11, 2001 
had indeed ended. 

We will never forget the 
heroes of that day, of the 
firefighters in New York 
City or the passengers on 
United 93 as they stormed 
the cockpit and fought off 
the hijackers. 

And I will never forget 
where I was that morning, 
watching it all happen, then 
fighting back the tears as 
I raised the most beautiful 
American flag I'd ever seen.

about 2,509 new cases per 
day with his previous re- 
port. Now, he said the state 
is seeing an average of about 
2,955 new cases per day. 

More locally, Brown said 
his office is concentrating 
more on positivity rate to 
give an idea of community 
transmission. 

“These numbers are bet- 
ter aligned between various 
sites and agencies,” he said. 
“We feel they are more ac- 
curate for our planning pur- 
poses. We have seen a slight 
decline in this rate, which 
gives us some hope that our 
cases may further plateau 
and perhaps start declining 
in the coming month.” 

Brown said the current 
positivity ‘rate for Coffee 
County was 30.7 percent [as 
of Sept 3], down from 35.9 
percent two weeks ago. 

“Ideally, we would like 
this below 5 percent,” he 
said. “So, we still have a 
very high community trans- 
mission rate.” 

Brown did report that 
Alabama is no longer last 
in vaccination rates for the

United States, With last 
Friday’s report, he said 
Alabama had passed Mis- 
sissippi_ with Alabama’s 
vaccination rate now at 38.6 
percent fully vaccinated and 
50 percent completing at 
least one dose of the vac- 
cine. 

“Our vaccination rates 
in Coffee County seem to 
have also gone up again,” 
Brown said, “Last report 
we had 34.5 percent with 
at least one dose and 26.3% 
completing their vaccina- 
tions, Today we have 36.78 
percent completing at least 
one dose and 28.75 percent 
completing their series.” 

Looking ahead, Brown 
said the message remains 
the same...get a vaccine 
and use all the non-pharma- 
ceutical interventions such 
as washing hands, wearing 
masks, and social distanc- 
ing.
